Despite  his  ordeal.  Howard  has 
maintained  a  strong  sense  of  per- 
sonal dignity.  We  at  COA  commend 
Howard  for  his  bravery,  and  hope 
that  he  can  be  a  source  of  inspira- 
tion for  us  all.
